Reckons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claim 1; a conventional magnetic recording head commonly 
includes (a) a substrate of an oxide, nitride or carbide of aluminum, zirconium, silicon 
or titanium and having (b) an overcoat comprising a film composed primarily of carbon 
in the essentially amorphous form having pinholes therein exposing the substrate, but 
no prior art on record or a combination thereof further shows that the magnetic 
recording head is treated with a corrosion-protective composition so as to fill the 
pinholes of the overcoat, the composition containing a corrosion-protective agent 
comprised of a metal salt of a fluorinated polyether having at least one carboxylic acid 
group.
